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Extension Board, 
School Board making 
final tweaks to lease

Meeting in special session at 6:30 p.m. Tuesday, Oct. 9, 
the Hickman County Cooperative Extension Board discussed 
recent developments in the proposed lease agreement 
between the extension board and the Hickman County Board 
of Education. While the school board and extension board 
have agreed on the grand concept of the agreement involving 
the rec. center behind Hickman County High School, their 
attorneys (Jim Brien and Bryan Ernstberger, respectively) are 
still hashing out the details of the lease. 

As recently reported, it has been brought to the attention 
of the school board that they can no longer lease their 
property for any period longer than one year at a time. The 
implications of this resolution have slowed the negotiation 
process by increasing the risk of a future school board 
evicting the extension office, taking advantage of a newly 
renovated building. 

During the first part of the meeting last Tuesday night, the 
extension board’s attorney, Byan Ernstberger, was on the 
phone. While on speakerphone, Ernstberger addressed the

State Police and the Carlisle County Sheriff’s Department 
responded to 368 KY 80 in Arlington, KY, to a shots fired 
complaint. On arrival, officers located 43 year old Monica 
Muscovalley, with multiple gunshot wounds. They also 
discovered 48 year old Mark Muscovalley, deceased from 
an apparent gunshot wound. The investigation is currently 
in its preliminary stages and is continuing by the Kentucky 
State Police.

Simulators promote safe driving among teens

“Don’tTextandDriveDay” 
was proclaimed on October 
10 by Kentucky Governor 
Steve Beshear. The Governor 
asked all state employees 
to join him in taking the 
pledge not to text and drive. 
Everyone, especially teens, 
are also asked to join in the 
campaign. 

“Our goal is to save lives,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “It is 
critical that Kentuckians 
learn about the dangers of 
texting while driving, and 
abstain from doing it. When 
you are driving, don’t text 
- it can wait.” 


The Kentucky Department 
of Highway Safety (KDHOS) 
takes this campaign a step 
further visiting high schools 
across the state with the 
Drunk and Drugged Driving 
Simulator, along with a 
texting simulator. High 
school students, with driver’s 
licenses, from Hickman 
County, Fulton County and 
Fulton Independent had the 
opportunity to drive an all- 
terrain type vehicle through 
an obstacle course last Friday 
at the Fulton County Area 
Technology Center (ATC). 
They then strapped on a pair 
of goggles that simulated the 
perception of a drunk driver 


as they drove through the 
course again. 

The students also had a 
chance to operate another 
simulator as they tried to 
text and drive. Most of them 
discovered just how hard it 
is to “safely” text and drive 
at the same time. 

“The message is serious,” 
said James Gray with the 
KDHOS. “Texting while 
driving could cost you your 
life. We are losing too many 
young people who choose to 
text and drive. 

Gray and Matt McCoy 
manned the texting simulator 
as students first drove the 
simulator to become familiar 



with it and then tried to text 
something as they drove. 
More times than not, their 
classmates were snickering 
in the background as they 
crashed into a vehicle, drove 
off the side of the road, or 
missed a stop sign. 

“Too many of us risk our 
lives to text a text that we 
think is so important it can’t 
wait,” added Gray. “Just pull 
the car over to do it.” 

While the students took 


turns trying to send text 
messages while they drove, 
Gray discussed the three 
reasons why the teens 
should not text and drive. 
These reasons include the 
following: 

• It is unsafe and could 
cost you your life. 

• It is now illegal in the 
state of Kentucky. 

• It is justplain disrespectful 
to everyone else that is on 
the road. 


“I am so glad that we 
had this experience to offer 
our students today,” stated 
Fulton County ATC Principal 
Tom Pyron. Our students are 
our most valuable treasure, 
and we can’t afford to lose 
a single one of them to a 
preventable auto accident. 
I am impressed at the large 
number of students who said 
that they never text while 
driving. I hope the ones that 
do text and drive or drive 
under the influence will 
remember this activity today 
and make wiser decisions.” 

“If we reach at least one 
teen who changes his mind 
about texting and driving, 
we have made an impact,” 
stated Gray. Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper, Deputies John 
Amberg and David Thomas, 
with the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Office, helped bring 
the simulators to western 
Kentucky and were on hand 
at the school to help reiterate 
the importance of driving 
safely. The Sheriff’s Office 
and the KDHOS hope to 
make this an annual event.

board and informed them 
on the latest implications of 
the latest draft of the lease 
agreement as drafted by Jim 
Brien. In an earlier draft from 
Ernstberger, the extension 
board was entitled to a refund 
of the money they invested 
in renovating the school’s 
property in the unlikely event 
of an early eviction. This 
amount would be adjusted 
in relation to how long the 
extension office was located in 
the rec. building, as an actual 
money exchange for rent will 
not occur. An agreed upon rent 
amount will only be used as a 
figure to subtract from the total 
amount that the school board 
would reimburse the school 
board. 

In the lease drafted by Brien, 
the amount to be reimbursed in 
the event of early termination 
of the lease will be a function 
of property assessments by 
Richard Radford, a Hickman 
County certified appraiser, 
appraising the value of the

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property before and after 
renovation. The difference in 
these two appraisals will be 
considered the “amount that 
the funds expended by the 
Cooperative Extension Board 
increased the fair market 
value of the property.” This 
amount would be the amount 
reimbursed by the school board 
(adjusted for time left on the 
original 40-year agreement. 

“This gives future school 
boards an incentive to terminate 
the lease,” Ernstberger said 
over the phone. 

Aside from the total value of 
the extension boards interest 
in the property, there was one 
other key factor in question. 
Even though the extension 
board will be effectively 
renting the property for $1 per 
year, the “fair market annual 
rental value” is a figure that 
plays a part in what would be 
owed to the extension board 
in the unlikely event of an 
early termination. In Brien’s 
lease that was presented to the 
extension board on Tuesday 
night, the fair market annual 
rental value had been changed 
from 15 percent of the before 
renovation appraisal to 12 
percent of the appraised value 
after renovation. This in turn 
would mean that as the years 
go by, the amount that would 
be owed to the school board in 
the event of early termination 
would be going down much 
more quickly from year to 
year. 

“I think the final lease will 
likely be substantially different 
than the one that was discussed 
Tuesday night,” Ernstberger 
said on Thursday. 

At the end of the Tuesday 
night’s meeting, the Hickman 
County Cooperative Extension 
Board decided to ask for an 
agreement somewhere in the 
middle of the past two drafts. 
They passed a motion to ask 
for a lease where, in the event 
of an early termination, they 


would be reimbursed for the 
change in appraised value plus 
half of the difference between 
the change in appraised value 
and the amount actually 
invested in the renovations. 
The motion also included a 
request for a specific certified 
appraiser not to be named in 
the agreement. 

Later in the week, a new 
lease was drafted that did not 
include the stipulations about 
the appraisal. According to 
the latest draft of the lease, the 
school board will reimburse 
the extension board in the 
event of early termination 
based on a $280,000 figure and 
ammortize it over 40 years. 
The following is stated in the 
proposed lease concerning 
early termination: “For 

example, $280,000 divided 
by 40 is $7,000 per year. If 
LESSOR terminates after 10 
years, it would be required to 
pay TENANT $210,000 (the 


$280,000 increase in value 
minus $70,000); in the event 
LESSOR terminated the lease 
after 30 years, it would owe 
the TENANT $70,000 (the 
$280,000 increase in value 
minus $210,000).” 

The new lease does not 
mention the fair market annual 
rental value of the property. 
According to a source, the 
Hickman County SchoolBoard 
is scheduled to sign the lease 
in its meeting this Tuesday. 
After the school board signs 
the lease, it will still have to 
be approved by the Kentucky 
Board of Education. 

The Hickman County 
Board of Education will 
meet on Tuesday, Oct. 16 at 
7 p.m., and one of the items 
on the agenda is to “discuss 
final contract with Hickman 
County Extension Service.” 
Next week’s Hickman County 
Gazette will contain full 
coverage of the meeting.

Bell tells the story of Reverend Newton Bush

On Saturday, Oct. 13, 
Robert Bell, playing Reverend 
Newton Bush, gave a speech 
about his life as a slave who 
escaped and joined the 5th 
Regiment United States 
Colored Calvary during the 
Civil War. He presented this 
speech at the Ladies Tea at 
Civil War Days. 

Newton Bush was born a 
slave, and he was looking 
for a way to get out of it. 
He thought the war would 
give him a chance, and he 
soon began making plans for 
escape. Everyday when he 
went to the fields to work, he 
watched the Union patrol. He 
knew that if he could get away 
on a Saturday, he wouldn’t be 
missed until Monday. Now, 
getting away wasn’t easy; 
you couldn’t just walk out. 
His chance to escape came 
when he turned 19. He had 
been cutting wood all week, 
and each day he would cut 
more, so by Saturday, it 
would look like he had done 
a whole days work. The 
Union soldiers had colored 
men who worked for them, 
and one day he just made his 
way in amongst the group of 
workers. One of the men told 


him that they were on their 
way to Lexington. He figured 
if nobody saw him, he could 
make it to Camp Nelson and 
join the army. When they got 
close to Lexington, he began 
to head south to Camp Nelson. 
When he arrived, he walked 
into camp and told the guard 
that he had come to enlist. 
The army didn’t want him, 
but they took him. Although 
he was not given equal pay, 
and he was mistreated by 
the white officers, he and his 
friends were free and they 
were fighting for the freedom 
of the ones they loved. 

The next day they marched 
to Saltville, Virginia. The 
Confederates used the salt 
in Saltville to preserve their 
meats, and the Union army 
wanted to take over the city. 
The colored soldiers were 
given long infantry rifles 
instead of short cavalry rifles; 
the long ones were more 
difficult to fire and load from 
horseback. The horses they 
were given were useless, 
diseased animals. Along the 
journey, the colored soldiers 
suffered insults from the white 
officers, and they stole their 
hats, but the colored soldiers 
endured in silence. When the 
arrived in Saltville, they were 


ordered to make camp for the 
night. The next day they began 
their battle against the Rebels. 
They took their places, about 
50 yards apart, and began 
to fire. They tried to break 
through enemy lines, but their 
ammunition soon became low 
and their attempt failed. They 
were ordered to withdraw 
at nightfall. They suffered a 
great loss to the Rebels in the 
first battle at Saltville with 
114 soldiers and four officers 
killed. On the long journey 
home, the colored soldiers 
suffered no insults from the 
white officers. Their respect 
had been earned. 

When they returned to 
the camp, they thought their 
treatment would improve, but 
the women and children were 
still an issue. Some of the 
colored soldiers’ families had 
come to Camp Nelson because 
they had nowhere else to go. 
Their slave masters had evicted 
them because the men had 
chosen to take up arms against 
white men. In November of 
1864, food was scarce and 
women and children had few 
clothes to keep warm in one of 
the worst winters ever. White 
soldiers were ordered to burn 
down the facilities where the 
colored families stayed. The 


families were told to leave or 
be shot. Four hundred left, and 
one hundred of them died from 
the cold. “I am telling y’all this 
because you need to know that 
we paid a terrible price for our 
freedom,” said Mr. Bush. By 
1865 the war was almost over. 
The war had been over a year 
before the colored soldiers 
were told to leave. 

When he left the army, he 
married Sally Nelson. They 
had no children and Sally 
died only a few years after the 
war had ended. Afterwards he 


married Kate Brooks and they 
had thirteen children. They 
wanted to enjoy their new 
found freedom, but former 
Rebels disguised themselves 
and attacked the colored 
families and burned their 
houses. Finally in 1871, the 
families wrote a letter to the 
U.S. government asking for 
laws that would protect them; 
the letter held the names 
of one hundred and fifteen 
people in Kentucky who had 
suffered the abuse of former 
Rebels. Nothing happened. 


Two months after the letter 
was mailed, two people were 
beaten for trying to vote. 
Things in Kentucky grew so 
terrible that General Custer was 
sent in with reinforcements to 
restore peace. 

Ever since then, progress 
has been made. Churches, 
businesses and schools have 
all been opened. 

We all need to remember 
what a terrible price was paid 
to bring freedom to this place, 
and to honor those who gave 
their lives for equality.
